Chicago, July 2 8 —"The owners of 
the Eastland are trying to make me 
the goat. 
I’ll see to it that they don’t 
do to me what was done to the Cap­ 
tain of the General Slocum—I’ll tell 
everything l know.” 
With 
this 
preface, 
Capt. 
Harry 
Pederson, of the Eastland, made this 
statem ent to State's Attorney Hoyne, 
Coroner Hoffman and 
Michael 
Sul­ 
livan, of Hoyne’s staff; 
“If any jury should find me guilty 
of causing the death of all those peo­ 
ple I'd want to be led to the scaffold 
.at once. 
I’m a sailor, not a manager. 
I was up on the bridge, not down 
counting passeugers or in the engine 
room. 
“The officials of the company were 
very anxious to get the privilege of 
carrying 2,500 instead of 2,000 pas­ 
sengers. as they were licensed to do 
a year ago. 
So 1 was told by one 
of the officers to go to Robert Reid, 
the federal inspector at Grand Haven, 
and apply for this privilege.
